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Pursuant to 35 U.S.C. § 255, we hereby request a Certificate of Correction be issued for 
the above-referenced U.S. Letters Patent for the following reasons: 
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Claim 5, column 109, lines 2 through 4, delete "the group consisting of: about a 0.1-1 
mg/kg dose, about a 1.0-5 mg/kg dose, about a 5-10 mg/kg dose and about a 10-20 mg/kg 
dose" 

This is a request to correct a clerical typographical error which occurred in good faith. 
The claim (formerly Claim 1 8) was amended in an Amendment and Reply to the Restriction 
Requirement (the Amendment), filed June 19, 2006. Although the additions to the claim were 
properly indicated by underline, the deletion of the above-referenced phrase by strikeout was 
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inadvertently omitted. However, the proper wording of the amended claim was clearly indicated 
in the "Claim Amendment" section on page 6 of the Amendment, which states: 

"Claim 18 [now Claim 5] has been added to recite the method of Claim 17 [now Claim 4] 
wherein said single or divided dose is one selected from 0.5, 0.9, 1, 1.1, 1.5, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 
7, 8, 9, 10, 11, 12, 13, 14 or 15 mg/kg per day on at least one of day 1, 2, 3,4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 
9, 10, 11, 12, 13, 14, 15, 16, 17, 18, 19, 20,21,22, 23,24, 25,26, 27, 28, 29 or 30 or at 
least one of week 1,2,3,4,5,6, 7, 8,9, 10, 11, 12, 13, 14, 15, 16, 17, 18, 19 or 20. 
Support is found in the specification, for example, at page 60, lines 15-24. In addition, 
support is found in the specification of priority application US Serial No. 07/943,852, 
filed September 11, 1992, for example, at page 42, lines 5-18." 

The correction of this dependent claim does not constitute new matter and would not 
require re-examination.
